1. Applicant's arguments, see the Remarks, filed 7/25/2006, with respect to claims 1 and 12 
have been fully considered and are persuasive.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 12, the closest prior arts, Bufferd et al. (U.S. Patent No. 

5,706,330) and Brendzel et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,706,031), either alone or in combination, fail 
to teach a mobile terminal controller, provided in an offerer of pay facilities, for transmitting 
dummy or random location information to the mobile terminal carried by a user of the pay 
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facilities, for connecting a call to the mobile exchange to provide the mobile exchange with user 
information when the mobile terminal transmits a location registration demand message with the 
user information in response to receiving the dummy or random location information, in 
combination with all of other limitations in the claims. 

Claims 2-1 1 depend on claim 1. Thus, they are allowable. 

Claims 13-17 depend on claim 12. Thus, they are allowable.
